Our purpose in the preparation of this special number is two fold, to express, though inade-

The Philippine Teachers* Asso- 

THE P.'T. A. ciation is the only Association of Fi 

lipino teachers which is officially re 

cognized by the Department of Public Instruction 

and the Bureau of Education. , 

Organized in Manila in 1901 to succeed the 
Magistejuo Filipino, which was the teachers' As 
sociation in Spanish times, it has already completed 
its eighth anniversary, Sept. 7, 1909. 

It was at first a local Associatioh, but 
a series of changes in its workings gra 
dually extended its membership to Fili- 
pino teachers of various provinces until 
an amendment in its constitution autho- 
rized it to organize official branches in 
those provinces where Filipino teachers 
have signified their willingness to have 
a branch. These official branches were 




about by this Convention. The Association in Manila 
ceased to be the Central Board and was considered 
a Provincial Committee. An Executive Board of 
five members was created to take its place. 

The Second Convention of Delegates met in 
Manila Dec. 26, 1908. Its work was given over 
largely to approving the work done by the Exe- 
cutive Board created in the last Convention. The 
Third Convention of Delegates took place during 
the Fourth Annual Vacation Assembly, 
April 1909. This Convention drew up a 
new Constitution for the P. T. A. in 
general.

The P. T. A. is now extended in nine provinces; 
Manila, Bulakan, Pampanga, Rizal, Cavite, Zam 
bales, Pangasinan, Cebi'i, and Leyte, besides having 

members in Palawan, Capiz, Nueva Let] a, and in 
other provinces. 

In many respects a Provincial Committee is an 
Association by itself. It must, however, be governed 
by the general Constitution of the P. T A. and 
its by-laws must not be in conflict with it. 

To quote Article VIII Sec. i and 3 of the 
Constitution: ''Each active member of the Asso- 
ciation in good standing shall, in cast: of sickness 
without salary for a period that shall be deter 
mined by the existing rules in 
each Provincial and Local Com 
mittees, receive from the funds 
of the Association a payment 
that shall be fixed by the 
same rules." 

The work of the P. T. A. 
has, in many occations, been 
approved and commended by 
prominent government officials, 
Division Superintendents and 
American teachers.

It has time 
and again brought to the at- 
tention of the authorities the 
need of reforming the present 
rate of salary paid both the 
Municipal and Insular teacher, 
in the sense that tt be, not a 
presumptuous one, but one at 
least equal to the weight of 
responsibility that society on 
one. hand and his superiors <*n 
the other, impose and exact 
upon lii 111. In ever\" way con- 
sistent with Justice and Right, 
it has upheld and ilvi' aided the 
educational policy of the go- 
vernment as manifested by the 
Bureau of Education and car- 
ried out by the public schools 
of the islands. In short, it has 
endeavored to help in, and not. 
to obstruct, the great eclucatio 
na! work of the government. 
The policy of a Journal is popular or unpopular 
according as the public, infallible judge, patro- 
nizes it, or withdraws from it its support. In so 
far as a Journal is patronized by the public, its 
policy is popular; in so far as that same public 
withdraws from that Journal its needed support, 
that Journal's policy is unpopular. Should this

They organized enter- 
tainments and raised subscriptions to found an institu- 
tion having for its noble purpose the care of infants. 
The people of Manila responded liberally to their call and 
the Proteccidn de la Infancia came into existance. At pre- 
sent, how many mothers owe the lives of their children 
to the able women in charge of this beneficent ins- 
titution? Its founders may well be satisfied with their 
work Nor have women been entirely wanting in the 
business world. 

The jewelry trade of the district of Sta Cruz and 
the sinamay cloth industry whose market is principally 
in Binondo, have been entirely managed by women 

Are these not convincing proofs of the ambition 
and ability of Filipina women? Are they noUttue tes- 
timonies that there is something great in them, con- 
sidering the limited sphere in which they were permited 
to work? May we not hope from them greater accom- 
plishments now that the most favorable circumstances 
surround them? Yes, we may hope, and I am confident 
that there will be no disappoinment. 

The barriers th£t were formerly raised against the 
education of women have been entirely removed; and 
instructions in all branches of learning has been extended 
to all ranks of female society. The Filipinas are taking 
advantage of every opportunity offered to then to acqu re 
knowledge. Now that their minds are permited to deve 
lop in the precincts and purposes are budding in their 
hearts. 

At present, many girls are attending school, working 
and reciting with boys. Their ability in the c'ass-room 
compares well with the boys. By preseverance, they 
make up for the possible lack of mental quickness 
characteristic of the boy's mind, the only one permitted 
to develop for centuries. They are preparing themselves 
carefully to be teachers, nurses, pharmacists, doctors, 
lawyers and good mothers. 

When the present generation of girls i^oes out in*p 
the world their influence Will be felt far and wide not 
suddenly, perhaps, but by degrees. 

The teacher within the wa'ls of her class room will 
not only inculcate in her pupils the knowledge con- 
tained in the books but will also instill in their minds 
that love for work and punctuality in duty so neces 
sary for wordly success 

To-day Wi see hundreds and hundreds of poor fa 
mi'ies living in filthy low houses where the sunshine, 
that purifier of nature, hardly penetrates, where the 
dimp, stifl ng air remains from day to day finding no 
escape through the clo ed w ndows, where one child 
after another dies for lack of good care. This is the 
great field of work for women nurses, pharmacists and 
doctors 

Filipina girls, a voice is calling us to the assistance 
of the poor, to the mission of threading among the 
destitutes of furtune the doctrine of good honora L le 
living. Lut us respond to it and we shall find a noble 
life-work to dp.. 

The coming generation greatly depends upon the youth 
of the present one. A great part of this responsibility 
weigh upon the girls. Do- you realize the weight of 
this responsibility? Do you realize that weak mothers 
can not have strong intelligent children? The importance 
of physical culture has never been rightly estimated 



by the women of this country. If we want a strong 
race of Filipinos, if we want wise and intelligent ci- 
tizens to make and obey our laws, if we want vigorous 
and energetic men to cultivate and improve our ma 
terial resourses we must recognize the importance of 
physical exercise and lay stress upon its fulfilment, be- 
cause without health there can be neither happiness 
nor success. Let us develop our bodies as well as our 
minds to as great a degree as possible so that if ever 
the cares of a home devolve upon us we shall be a 
source of help, comfort and happiness. 

Since our happy youth opens in an age which offers 
us all the opportunities of learning and renders acces- 
sible every field of activity hitherto closed to us, let 
us enter into the world with noble aims, let us strive 
and work with zeal and interest so that our influence 
will be felt not in the home alone but in the out- 
side world as well; that history may not say that we 
remain sleeping in the midst of the genefal awakening; 
that its pages may record the names of some of us 
for having contributed to the welfare of our country 
in particular and of humanity in general. 

Teachers: To you we owe the joy that we now 
feel; to you we are indebted for the ability we now 
possess to pursue any course in life whether of study 
or of work; under your able guidance we have acquired 
learning which will be of great and permanent value to 
us. We are about to separate; we will travel on dif- 
ferent highways, each of us where ambition points the 
way. But before leaving you we wish to express to 
you our sincere appreciation and deep latitude for 
your untiring interest and hard labors. Farewell tea- 
chers, farewel to you. 

To you under graduates who are to remain we bid 
adieu with the wish that ycu will work to keep up 
that school spirit which has won for the Manila High 
School cups, laurels and fame, and with the hope that 
some day each of you will receive with joy a diploma 
of your own.

week. Mr. Lorenzo Varias, especial teacher of Indus- 
trial work taught and carried out all industrial exercises 
outlined by the Divition Superintendent, Mr. E. H. 
Hammond, The Normal Instruction that was given 
to all attending teachers, consisted of Language and 
Number Works by methods and a Practice Class in 
which all the teachers had an opportunity to teach the 
roost backward pupils of Grades I and II. Before the 
close of the Institute an examination on this instruction 
was held and, 

13 teachers were marked from 90°/ -l00 / ; 12 

from 8o°/o-8g°/ ; from 70%-79%; 2 from 

50-56^/0 and i handed unfinished. 

The teachers enjoyed the time and no efforts were 




spared in holding literary and social entertainments 
followed by rcfresr clients. During the Normal there were 
held three entertainments with 48 exercises in all. 

The institute was a success and all in attendance 
derived much benifit from it. Now-a-days teaching and 
schooling thruout the upland section are more success- 
fully displayed; industrial work is actively carried on, 
and doubtless it would have the largest representation 
for Cavgtie in die Carnival; and gardening by the schools 
is the most flourishing. 

It was the intention of the Uivition Superintendent 
of Schools, Mr, K. II, Hammond upon coming to Ca- 
vite to give a chance to Filipino Teachers to conduct 
an Institute such as above carried out under the prin- 
cipalship of Mr. Fernando Matro. This is the only 
institution of American style carried out by Filipino 
Teachers that was held ever since the system of ..public 
education was established in the islands, 

Mr. Fernands Matro was born at Imus, Cavite, where 
he completed the 
primary course. He 
was later sent to 
the "Manila Normal 
School" where he 
attained, after a four 
years' study, the 
Teachers' Diploma 
known as "First Class 
Teacher.' 1 In 1904 
he took and passed 
the Teachers' Exa- 
mination.

I were to summon my imagination to carry me back 
to those scenes and incidents around which you and 
I first played, it would easily respond to my call and 
again clothe me with the same boyish feeling and fancy 
of long ago. What man can ever forget those sweet, 
tender years of infancy when life was all exquisite joy 
and unbounded blessings! What mortal, in after years 
when life's cares and problems overwhelm him, is ca- 
pable of resisting the noble impulse of bringing back 
to memory his boyhood days and wishing he has those 
days to live over again! What a vivid recollection do 
I have of those memorable year*! 

We were then little boys scarcely old enough to 
master our a b c. But how past time flies! Each rolling 
year left us its infallible sign, and as we gradually 
discovered ourselves to be older and older, we finally 
woke up to the sad truth that we were no longer 
'boys but young men, to whom the buoyancy of 
manhood has just dawned, and ready to start in life's 
endless journey, — all alone, unaided and perchance 
uncared by any! So we left, for leave we must, that 
pleasant land of childhood, and —now here we are, — 
you, in that far away, rich island of Mindanao and 
I, in this busy, prosperous city — both struggling hard 
for existence. How has the world treated you? As 
for me, I have now reached that stage in man's exis- 
tence where, in spite of all optimism, life, with all its 
perplexing problems, t presents itself to me in its most 
serious aspect. So is it any wonder that I am now 
indulging in the memory of those by-gone years? 
How often in the noise and confusion of this city, 
have I dwelled on the pleasant remembrance of our 
childhood days! 

I remember how we used to defy the vigilance at 
home and escape to roam in the country to see the 
men work in the field, or to play by the shining 
water of the winding brook, — that brook known to all 
for its romance; over whose banks many a merry party 
hold picnics every year, and whose murmuring current 
bears witness to the happy, helpless victims of Cupid's 
piercing arrows. I seem to see the dear old school 
house and the tall gigantic tree by it, with its wide 
spreading branches under whose refreshing shade we 
used to sit and build castles in the air. I see in me 
mory the old stone church standing in the middle of 
the plaza as if keeping solitary watch over the peaceful 
town. I seem to see the long, sandy street of the 
town that leads to the beach. Then there is the Tacar 
River spanned by a wooden bridge from which we 
plunge to the shallow water and swim with all earnest- 
ness as if .we were prize swimmers. Had I the flowery 
pen of a Longfellow, or the rich imagination of a 
Whittier, I could have drawn you a more vivid word 
picture of all those trifles, - trifles which go to make 
up the sunshine, the heaven, nay —the Paradise of a boy. 

To be a boy! What in this world of sorrow,— what 
in this empty volume we call life, — -would I not give 



if I can only live my years over again and be a boy 
once more! Think of a happy little birdie as it flies 
from tree to tree, gladening its rustling leaves with its 
melodious songs; think of the light-winged butterfly as it 
gathers sweet nectar from flower to flower, and you 
have a glimpse of what a true boy's life isl To speak 
of boyhood is to speak of poetry, the grandest purest 
poetry a wordly genius can conceive. A boy! He is 
as gay as a lark, free as the wind, and great as a 
monarch. Ignorant of the cares and sorrows of life> 
he sees in Mother Nature a friend, a constant com- 
panion and a ready playmate. A poet at heart, to him 
belongs the clear, blue sky, the green, shady wood, 
the frflgrant flowers, the murmuring brook, the sing- 
ing biras, and all that is beautiful. He knows no law 
except that taught him by Nature, — that the World 
belongs to him who sees and appreciates its beauty. 
To him life is poem, and life's beauty is God. That each 
passing year carries him farther and farther from that 
fairyland of childhood; that as time glides on he gradually 
approaches th,at boder-iine where life ceases to be a beauty 
and becomes a duty, — this is his only care. HoW often 
in the midst of his fun he suddenly stops and medi- 
tates on what life has in store for him when he enters 
that threshold of existence where the stern realities of 
life, and not a boy's fancy rules! It is well that he 
should dwell on these thoughts, for, as the year has 
its seasons, so life its epochs. Just as Spring is the 
season of flowers and the personification of beauty, so 
is childhood the spring of life — :he season of perfect 
happiness and joy. 

I am now treading that threshold in man's life which 
instead of being rose-strewn as in childhood, is every- 
thing but thorny. If my childhood has been a life 
of joy and mirth, my manhood is one of sorrow severe 
struggle and anxiety. Gone, are the days when as 
we woke up we greeted the sun and greeted it as boys 
^absolutely free from the cares, sorrows, and anxieties 
that infest the day. Gone, forever gone, are those pie 
asant evenings when tired from the day's wanderings, 
to home we teturn watching for the dear figure at the 
door-way whose fond|embrace and motherly kiss are ours. 

The longer I dwell on the memory of those never- 
to-be-forgotten years; the deeper I ponder at the dif- 
ference of personal experience that time has wrought 
since then, the more I sympathize with that poet who. 
in the midst of the vicissitudes of life exclaimed: 

"I slept, and dreamt that Life is Beauty, 
I woke, and found that Life is Duty. 11
